Raised  in  his  father’s  nursery  in  south- 
western Minnesota.  Graduated  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1907. 
Served  in  the  Chicago  Parks  as  apprentice  landscape  architect.  Served  in  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service  in  the  eastern  states.  For  nine  years  with  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  on  experiment  stations  in  Nebraska  and  North  Dakota  in 
charge  of  landscape  and  horticultural  work  throughout  the  Northwest.  Land- 
scape architect  for  several  nurseries  of  the  Northwest.  Travelled  extensively 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  studying  parks,  civic  improvements, 
and  landscape  architecture.

In  order  to  properly  develop  grounds  of  any  description,  either 
public  or  private,  large  or  small,  it  is  always  advisable  and  more  econ- 
omical to  have  a definite  landscape  plan  prepared  by  the  trained  land- 
scape architect.  Such  a plan  shall  show  in  detail  the  location  of  all 
buildings,  drives,  walks,  and  other  permanent  improvements,  as  well  as 
every  tree,  shrub,  evergreen  or  other  plant.  Every  tree  or  bush  that 
is  planted  is  put  in  a certain  place  to  fulfill  a certain  purpose. 

Why  a Landscape  Plan 

1.  Because,  with  the  plan,  you  can  superintend,  if  you  desire,  the  de- 
velopment of  your  own  grounds.  My  plans  are  explicit  in  every  detail  and 
are  easily  followed. 

2.  Because,  with  the  plan  before  you,  you  can  purchase  nursery  stock 
more  intelligently  and  economically.  You  will  buy  only  what  is  needed  to 
carry  out  the  plans. 

3.  Because,  with  the  plan,  the  grounds  can  be  developed  gradually,  if 
such  a course  is  advisable.  Each  year  a part  of  the  work  may  be  done 
and  when  finally  the  plan  has  been  carried  out  the  grounds  will  show  up 
as  a beautiful  and  harmonious  composition. 

4.  Because,  with  a plan,  mistakes  are  avoided.  You  won’t  plant  a lot 
of  trees  and  shrubs  only  to  root  them  out  again  a year  or  two  later.  It 
takes  many  years  to  grow  a fine  tree  and  so  it  pays  to  locate  it  properly 
right  from  the  start. 

5.  Because,  with  a plan,  grounds  of  any  description  can  be  trans- 
formed into  a delightful  landscape  composition  which  will  be  a thing  of 
pride  to  the  owner  and  which  will  charm  and  please  everyone  who  be- 
holds it. 

Special  Features  of  My  Plan 

Plans  prepared  by  me  are  all  individualistic  as  each  particular  case 
is  based  on  special  study.  No  two  plans  are  ever  alike.  In  all  cases  the 
aim  is  to  combine  the  practical  with  the  beautiful.  Due  to  my  lifelong 
experience  with  plants  in  the  northwest,  in  nurseries,  experiment  sta- 
tions and  in  landscape  work,  I know  just  what  plants  are  hardy  and 
adapted  to  our  climate.  The  knowledge  of  suitable  and  hardy  ornamental 
plants  is  the  keynote  of  a successful  landscape  plan.

^^’hen  planning  for  the  future  and  when  working  with  such  material 
as  plants  and  trees  which  often  require  many  years  to  develop  to  per- 
fection, you  can  not  afford  to  secure  cheap  or  free  landscape  service.
